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Consider Pool Gym 
As War Memorials 

Trend Is Away From 
Monuments And 
Plaques 

A swimming pool, an enlarged 
community house, a gymnasium 
and a library building are some of 
the projects being discussed in 
Narberth as suitable projects for 
a war memorial. 

This was revealed this week in 
interviews with borough organiza- 
tion representatives who will make 
up a Community War Memorial 
Committee formed for the purpose 
of selecting and furthering the 
project. 

That the trend of opinion was 
definitely away from stone monu- 
ments and ornamental plaques was 
indicated by those interviewed. 
Virtually all of them indicated 
'they would like to see a memorial 
that would fill some recreational 
or cultural need in the lives of re- 
turning, veterans as well as per- 
petuate, in a useful memorial, the 
memory of those who have died 
in the service. 

What kind of a memorial is best 
suited to Narberth will be one of 
the first things to be decided by 
the Community War Memorial 
Committee. 

Invitations to join the commit- 
tee were sent out last week by 
Clarence M. Beltz. commander of 
the Harold D. Speakman Post, 
American Legion. 

The Post's honor roll committee 
has been compiling a record of 
men and women from Narberth 
and vicinity who are in the service. 
So far they have a list of about 
fiOO names. Members of this

Frederick Lysle, chief of Phila- 
delphia's Bureau of Lighting and 
Gas is going to increase the light- 
ing at the City Line Ave. inter- 
section where two fatal accidents 
occurred but he is doubtful if this 
will be of much help. 

The request to raise the light- 
ing at City Line Ave. and 59th St. 
(Raynham Rd. -n the Lower Mer- 
ion Township side) was passed 
along to Chief Lysle from Super- 
intendent of Police Samuel Gear- 
hart in Lower Merion. 

Curtis Walker. Philadelphia, 
was killed at the intersection on 
December 26 and James O'Don- 
nell. Philadelphia truck driver, on 
November 24. Walker, a bartender 
employed at a City Line Ave. tav- 
ern, had alighted from a bus and 
was crossing the street to catch 
another bus when he was struck. 
O'Donnell was standing behind 
his truck when he was hit. 

Chief Lysle has agreed to raise 
tlie overhead intersection lighting 
from 2500 to 6000 lumen. The 
lighting standard is on the Phila- 
delphia side so the city will make 
the installation and the Township 
will pay half the cost. 

Chief Lysle thinks-'ityfcr'SjfeCd"' 
ing and not lighting which makes 
City Line Ave. hazardous for pe- 
destrians and motorists. 

Under the present agreement 
for the operation of City Line 
Ave. the thoroughfare is sup- 
posed to be policed by Lower Mer- 
ion. Philadelphia and the State 
Highway Police. 

Lysle. who travels the highway 
every day. thinks that this divid- 
ed authority works against proper 
Policing. He said no one takes 
complete responsibility and there 
is a tendency to "pass the buck 
to the other fellow. 

Philip Minnis. Lower Merion 
police traffic specialists, say that 
speeding did not enter into either 
one of the fatal accidents at this 
intersection. Minnis said it would 
be a good idea if stop-and-go 
traffic lights were installed at the 
intersection. 

Asked about traffic lights Chief 
Lysle said that it would be almost 
impossible to get the equipment 
for the lights under wartime re- 
strictions. Even. if OPA restrictions 
were lifted, he said, it would be a 
question whether the lights should 
be installed at City Line Ave. and 
59th St. or some other more dang- 
erous intersection. 



Colonel Cooke who is national 
director of the Citizen's Commit- 
tee for Universal Military Train- 
ing, an organization formed last 
month to seek a continuous year 
of military training after the war 
for high school graduates 18 years 
of age, stated that "there are only 
two ways to insure prepardedness 
for this country as protection 
against aggression by any na- 
tion or combination of nations. 

"The first is by the maintenance 
of a large regular army and navy; 
the second and more American 
way is through a small, highly 
trained regular establishment with 
a large pool of trained man power 
which may be called on for im- 
mediate service in emergencies. 

Stressing the difference between 
conscription for service and uni- 
versal military training, Cooke 
then outlined the proposed plan 
as follows: 

"On graduation from high 
school or preparatory school a 
young man will immediately take! 
his one year of military training. 
If he does not go to high school he 
will take the training after he 
reaches his seventeenth birthday. 
At the end of the year he is fin- 
ished, but if he wants to qualify 
for higher rank the R. O. T. C. 
and Officer's Training School will 
be maintained. Also before a boy 
can enter Annapolis or West Point 
he must have this year of train- 
ing." 

Colonel Cooke also declared that 
in careful polls taken in all the 
theatres of war 65-69% of the 
men in the army are in favor of 
universal military training. A poll 
of navy men has not as yet been 
taken. 

Emphasizing that the security 
of the nation depends on having 
a large pool of trained man power, 
Cooke aserted that "every year 
about 800,000 young men would 
reach the age and be physically 
qualified for service and at the 
end of five years .there would be 
four million traine'd men available 
in case of national emergency."

The affair was arranged by Mrs. 
Lewis G. Crater, Narberth War 
Chest director, in appreciation of 
the work done by the Narbertti 
group during the recent campaign. 

Mrs. Crater announced that 921 
subscriptions were received, total- 
ing $6,350.46. which amounted to 
113.4 per cent of Narberth's quota.

Prisoners • of war will be used 
within the near future to help 
break the bottleneck for male la- 
borers in industrial plants of 
Montgomery County. 

That was revealed last week 
when the United States Employ- 
ment Service and War Manpower 
Commission office began contact- 
ing various industries as to the 
possible use of such labor in this, 
area. 

It was disclosed that a prisoner 
of war camp will be opened at 
Bristol. Bucks County, and that 
military prisoners placed there 
will be available for work in this 
area with the only problem in- 
volved being that of transporta- 
tion to and from the camp. 

However the placing of these 
workers for common laboring in 
work plants in the area will not 
be a simple matter as certain con- 
ditions must be met and their 
use will naturally be within cer- 
tain limitations. If plants are un- 
ionized the unions must be con- 
sulted for their approval. The 
men also must be given work in 
which they can be kept together 
and segregated from the regular 
employes. 



Infantile Paralysis 
Fund Raising: Appeal. 
Opens In County

To Observe Public 
Health Nurse Day 

Surgeon General 
Sends Message 
Setting Aside Day 

"Know Your Public Health Nurse 
—Who She Is— What She Does" 
is the slogan of National Public 
Health Nursing Day which will be 
observed on January 26. 

In a message setting this dav 
aside, Dr. Thomas Parran. surgeon 
general, United States Public 
Health Service, made the follow- 
ing statement: 

"Public health nursing is very 
largely a 20th century develpment. 
During the past 30 years the num- 
ber of public health nurses in- 
creased from 3.000 to more than 
20.000 until today they outnumber 
any other professional group in the 
health field. Yet, if total nursing 
needs in this field are to be met, 
three times as many public health 
nurses must be. made available m 
the post-war period." 

"That there is gap in under- 
stanaing between what the public 
health nurse does and what the 
community thinks she does was 
indicated in an informal poll of 
citizens recently made in several 
cities and towns. Of one thousand 
volunteers interviewed by the 
Civilian Defense Volunteer Office 
in one large city, only fifty had 
ever heard of the public health 
nurse-." 

Notify Residents ,., . 
County Tax Has 
Not Been Abolished 

The Board of Assessment and 
Revision of Taxes are notifying 
residents of Montgomery County 
that the county's personal prop- 
erty tax has not been abolished. 

The tax is four mills on the dol- 
lar and is applied to mortgages, 
promissory notes, or. bonds of in- 
dividuals; judgments: public loans 
or bonds: bonds, notes, etc., issued 
by corporations: shares of stock; 
articles of agreement and annui- 
ties. 

The tax is payable during ths 
year 1945 after personal property 
returns have' been filled out.

though they are coming directly 
down upon you. It is a horrifying 
thing. The German Stuka could 
never touch them for sheer fright- 
fulness of sound. 

Also, the Stuka has always div- 
ed at an angle. But these planes 
come literally straight down. If 
you lo'ok up and see one a mile 
above you, you can't tell where it's 
headed. It could strike anywhere 
within a mile on any side of you. 
That's the reason if spreads its 
terror so wide. 

But our pilots have to hand it 
to the Germans on the ground. 
They have steeled themselves to 
stand by their guns and keep 
shooting. Pilots say the Italians 
would shoot until the bombs were 
almost upon them, then dive for 
their foxholes, and then come put 
and start shooting again after the 
bombs had exploded. But not the 



guns. 

Maj. Ed Bland, a squadron 
leader, was telling me about com- 
ing suddenly over a hilltop one 
dav and finding a German truck 
right in his gunsights. 

Now it's the natural human im- 
pulse, when you see a plane come 
upon you, to dive for the ditch. 
But the German gunner in this 
truck swung a gun around and 
stalled shooting at Bland. Ger- 
man and American tracer bullets 
were streaming back and forth in 
the same groove in opposite direc- 
tions, almost hitting each oth- 
er The German never stopped 
firing until Bland's six machine 
euns suddenly chewed the truck 
into complete disintegration.

Slight Increases for 
Policeman and 
Laborer Reported 

Tax Rate Remains 
At Seventeen Mills * 

Narberth Borough council- 
men have passed on final 
reading a budget of more 
than $100,000 with a cash re- 
serve in the highway appro- 
priation that can be used in 
case the war ends and long- 
delayed improvements are 
possible. 

The budget passed amounts 
to $103,591.30 in estimated 
expenditures for 1945. This 
compares to actual expendi- 
tures of $87,184.60 in 1944. 

Councilmen at the same time 
held their tax rate at 17 mills for 
the new year. 

The difference between what 
they intend to spend and what 
they spent last year is accounted 
for in the accumulation of a cash 
balance because they have had 
neither the men or materials to 
make highway, sewer and other 
improvements. 

For example, for two years. 1943 
and 1944, they appropriated the 
sum of $6822 as the Borough's 
share in county-aid projects. As 
Montgomery County was forced to 
discontinue the county-aid pro- 
gram the amount of $13,644 has 
accumulated and this represents 
the greater part of the cash bal- 
ance. 

Actually they wound-up last 
vear's financing with a cash bal- 
ance hold-over of $23,827, which 
includes the $13,644. 

In the corresponding, items of 
the budget there is little change 
either in increases or decreases as 
compared to last year. 

There is a slight increase in the 
police and highway appropriations 
because the Borough was able to 
hire another policeman and a 
laborer. The big difference in the 
comparative items, of course, is in 
the highway appropriation where 
the case reserve is being held for 
future improvements. 

Although a new wartime State 
law now permits municipalities to 
set up postwar funds the council- 
men believed that a cash reserve 
in the highway appropriations 
would be more flexible. 

600 Pints of Blood

and solicite new contributions. All 
those who are able to do so are# 
being urged to allow the Main Line 
Branch to make their appoint- 
ments for a donation at 119 
North Broad Street, Philadelphia.
